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A BIT ABOUT RUPERT: 


From The Vermont Historical Gazetteer, A Magazine, Embracing A History of Each Town, Civil, 

Ecclesiatical, Biographical and Military edited by Abby Maria Hemenway. Volume 1; published 
by Miss A.M. Hennnenway, Burlington, VT 1867 pg. 222-3: 


“Little is known of the early settlement of Rupert; or the names or character of its settlers. 
Its records are deficient, being carried off by one, Josiah Cass, the first Proprietor’s Clerk, 
recorded subsequently in the books as a “noted Tory,” and never recovered. Tradition claims 
that the grant was made Aug 20, 1867 by Benning Wentworth, Gov. of New Y ork to Samuel 
Robinson and 63 others. The first meeting of these proprietors was held at the house of John 
Fassett, Inn holder in Bennington on the 16 th day of April 1765, at which meeting it was 
voted to lay out a division of 50 acres of land to each proprietor; which lots were laid out the 
following year in what is now called East Rupert, along the intervale on Pawlet River. The 
proprietors voted in that year to give the first settler 50 acres of land on the undivided lands 
as an encouragement to the first family that goes on, “but the name of the fortunate 
individual” who drew this prize, tradition does not give. But about this time, Isaac Blood, 
Barnabas Barnum, Reuben Hannon, Amos Curtis, Jonathan Eastman, and perhaps others 
moved onto the 1 st division lots and commenced clearing the land. 


“In 1768, a 2 nd division of 60 acres to each 
proprietor was voted to be laid out in the 
western part of the town, on what was called 
the “White Creek Meadows.” This place 
adjoined Salem, New York and is now 
called West Rupert. Here they met with 
opposition by reason of York’s pretending 
jurisdiction and were compelled to desist 
settlement. In a year or two afterwards, this 
division was laid out and settlements 
commenced. Aaron Rising was the first 
settler in this part of the town. Oliver Scott 
built the first grist mill here on White 
Creek, about 1773.

Know all men by these presents, that I, Reuben Harmon of Rupert in the County of Charlotte and 
Province of New York for and in Consideration of the sum of ten pounds lawful money of said 
Province to me in hand paid before the delivery hereof by Nehemiah Harmon of Rupert in the 
County and Province aforesaid the receipt whereof I do hereby acknowledge, have given, granted, 
bargained, sold and released and by these presents do give, grant, bargain, sell, assign, release, 
convey, and confirm to him the said Nehemiah Harmon his heirs and assigns to certain tracts or 
parcel of land lattitude and bounded as follows: Southeasterly and Northeasterly on Land belonging 
to Dr. McDonald; Southwesterly on a Second Division Lot No. 39 belonging to said Nehemiah 
Harmon to extend so far Northerly and Westerly as shall contain sixty acres in Rupert above said. 
To have and to hold the said granted premises with the appurtenances thereof to him the said 
Nehemiah Harmon his heirs and assigns to his and their proper use, benefit and behoof forever 
thereby engaging to warrent and defend the said granted premises against all claims and demands 
of any person or persons claiming by from or under me the said Reuben Harmon in witness whereof 
I have hereunto set my hand and seal this 10 day of June in the Fourteenth year of His Majestys 
Reign Anno. Domini 1774.

The incredible thing about the above deed is that it places Nehemiah as ALREADY living in Rupert; 
notes that he bought land in the Second Division of 60 acres and that this occuned on 10 Jun 1774! 
What follows about the early history of Rupert, then is Nehemiah’s story!!!! Remember, Nehemiah 
and other Harmons came to Rupert, Vennont from Suffield, Connecticut. Most returned to Suffield 
during the Revolutionary War; then went back to Vermont as soon as the War was over. Many 
Hannon men served during the Revolutionary War. 











“The early settlers entered with zeal into the contest on the question of jurisdiction, between 
New York and New Hampshire, ardently espousing the cause of New Hampshire. In 1771, 
settlements were commenced on the White Creek meadows by New Yorkers, who had armed 
themselves in defiance of the New Hampshire grantees. Soon afterwards, the New 
Hampshire fellows armed themselves and proceeded to drive off the intruding Yorkers who 
fled. The log houses which they had erected were “pulled down, laid in heaps, and burned 
with fire.” 

“In 1772, the Sheriff of Albany County, armed with the Governor’s proclamation came here 
with a posse, for the purpose of arresting the rioters, as they were called, but the inhabitants, 
hearing the intimation of the Sheriffs intent, turned out enmasse headed by “one Harmon 
near Indian River” and with guns and clubs drove them back to New York and they were 
glad to escape with their lives. 


“The New Hampshire grantees were in the habit of applying the “Beech Seal” to the naked 
backs of the intruding Yorkers with a branding iron! 

“Previous to the Revolutionary War, there were but few settlers in this town, located mostly 
in log huts, near Pawlett River and White Creek, on its east and west borders. Upon the 
breaking out of the War and especially upon the advance of Gen. Burgoyne from the north 
in 1777, and upon detachments from his army being sent into western Vermont, they deemed 
it unsafe to remain on their fanns any longer, and packing up whatever of their household 
effects they could carry with them, and burying or concealing what they could not, removed 
with their families to Suffield, CT-the place from which most of them had originated! 

“Consequently, Rupert, VT was in possession of the British and Tories during the war and 
two or three years following. They burnt the gristmill on White Creek and most of the log 
dwellings and stole whatever they could find of value. A story is told showing the hostility 
of the Tories toward the Revolution: Major Ormsby, then residing in Manchester, was a 
leading and active Whig whom the tories felt a special hatred toward. They detennined to 
capture him and turn him over to the British. Accordingly six or eight tories left Rupert in 
the night and proceeded to the house of the Major. Fortunately, he was not at home, but they 
seized instead his son, Daniel, who was about 21 years of age. They returned with all haste 
to the wilds of Rupert. Alann was given in the morning and friends of Ormsby joined by 
some Whigs residing in the eastern part of town, followed on for the purpose of rescuing 
him. They were enabled to follow the tracks of the tories because Daniel, unbeknownst to 
the Tories had succeeded in frequently breaking off twigs and branches from the trees in the 
woods. The rescuers came across the party while they were at lunch. They had dressed their 
prisoner in a red coat to imitate a British officer. One of the rescuers, John Nelson, of 
Rupert, drew his gun and was in the act of firing upon the Red Coat when he made a sign 
showing he was a friend and Nelson dropped his gun! Daniel Ormsby was then rescued from 
the grasp of the tories and returned to Manchester. 

“By 1780, the British and the Tories had evacuated this part of the country, and the settlers 
began returning accompanied by many of their friends and neighbors and they began 
rebuilding their burned and dilapidated log huts and cultivating their fanns. In this year the 
Honorable David Sheldon, subsequently a man of note and influence, emigrated to this town 
from Suffield, CT. (David Sheldon was married to Sarah Harmon, daughter of Joseph 
Harmon and Sarah Southwell. Is he a son of Daniel Sheldon????? Daniel Sheldon md. 
Mary Harmon, dau of Nathaniel Harmon and Esther Austin.) 


“When David was quite young, he enlisted under Col. Hanchett of Suffield, joined the 




regiment under Col. Benedict Arnold, was led by him through the wilderness of Maine to 
Canada, enduring incredible hardships and suffering, was taken prisoner at Quebec, and after 
some months of confinement, was exchanged early in 1776. He came here poor, but by 
industry and good management, made a good fortune. He was a man of a large frame, noble 
and commanding appearance and wielded a great influence over his fellow townsmen. He 
was a Representative to the Vermont Legislature 13 times between 1774 and 1811, and was 
one of the Judges of the County Court for many years, besides holding many town offices. 
He raised a family of 10 children, gave four of them college educations, and died in 1832.” 


The Book, Vennont 1771 by Jay Mack Holbrook says in it's introduction: 

“In 1771, New York conducted a census of Vennont. The census contained names of the 
inhabitants of Cumberland and Gloucester counties, New York. Most of the settlers, 
however, thought of the area as the New Hampshire Land Grants. Other settlers of Vennont 
were considered residents of Albany County, New York. This volume includes the earliest 
population data available for Vennont. 

“Vennont material seems to be tucked away in unsuspecting places. Vol 4 of the 
Documentary History of New York, for instance, contains numerous names of Vennont 
people involved in the New York-New Hampshire land disputes, together with scattered 
1765 and 1771 census returns for Albany and Gloucester County. Vol. 26 of the New 
Hampshire State Papers includes the names of New Hampshire land grant petitions to King 
George in 1766. Petition #7 of the 20 petitions did not go into the New Hampshire State 
Papers. It was found in the John Carter Library at Providence, Rhode Island. Finally, the 
unused 1771 census returns for Cumberland County were found in several 1850 issues of a 
Brattleboro newspaper. 

“The strange placement of Vermont documents has a parallel in the sudden disappearance 
of early New York counties. While first under the jurisdiction of New York, Vennont was 
called Albany County. A year later, in 1766, Cumberland County was fonned out of the 
southeast part of Albany County. In 1772, most of western Vermont was called Charlotte 
County, New Y ork. By that time, the only remnant of Albany County was located in the area 
now kn own as Bennington County, Vermont. When Vennont became an independent 
republic in 1778, the eastern part of the state was named Cumberland and the western side 
was called Bennington. Shortly thereafter (1781) these two original Vennont counties were 
divided, with the name Cumberland being dropped until the present-day counties were 
formed by 1835." 


I have included the above sketch to demonstrate a point that the very same people could be named 
in New York, New Hampshire, and Vermont records without even moving at all.

Know all men by these presents that I, Pelitiah Dewey, of Rupert in the County of Bennington and 
State of Vermont am holden and stand firmly bound and obliged unto Ebenezer Smith of Rupert in 
the County aforesaid in the Sum of one-hundred pounds lawfull money to be paid unto the said 
Ebenezer Smith, his heirs, executors, or administrators, or assigns to the which payment well and 
truly to be made I bind myself and my heirs, executors, and administrators firmly by these presents 
I... with my Seal. Dated the 13 Day of August 1781. 

The above instrument is such that if the said Peletiah Dewey does let the ... Ebenezer Smith quietly 
and peaceably have liberty himself and his heirs, assigns to have a front road with gates or bars and 
free passage on the south side of the lot he now lives on. Said Ebenezer Smith is to maintain the 
one-half of the fence between Samuel Gookins and said Dewey then the above Instrument is void 
and of none Effect. Otherwise to remain in full force and venture according to law.

Martin married Tryphena Poole in 1785 and moved to Rupert, VT. Was in 1790 Census there; in 
Essex Co., NY by 1800. Martin witnessed another deed on 23 May 1783.

A Dr. Drew once settled here whom Dr. Graves considered a quack and would 
not acknowledge as a physician, though doing considerable business in that 
profession. At a certain time a stranger, passing along, inquired of Dr. G. 
where Dr. D lived.” Dr. G. replied, “I know of no such man.” The stranger 
replied with surprise and repeated the question. The doctor again replied, “I 
know no such man.” The stranger replied, that it was singular, for there was 
certainly such a man living somewhere in town. The Doctor finally made 
answer. “I know no such man as Doctor Drew, but Jacob K. Drew lives about 
two miles below.” Dr. Graves was for some time a County Judge and held the 
office of Town Clerk from 1791 to 1824. He had only two children-both 
daughters. One married Hon. Nathan Burton, then a lawyer at Manchester, 
who afterwards removed here; was two years a Town Representative; Chief 
Judge of the County Court for some years, and is now living, though advanced 
in life. The other married Hon. John S. Pettibone of Manchester. Dr. Henry 
Sheldon succeeded Dr. Graves as physician in 1821 and as Town Clerk in 
1824, and is now performing the duties of both stations in this place.
